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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant's 
limitation of "another said ceramic plate", implies a different ceramic plate but "said 
ceramic plate" makes reference to the same ceramic plate recited in claim 1 . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: semiconductor laser 
diode bar, heat sink and ceramic plate. 

Regarding claim 6, 

The use of "combination' within the preamble does not establish structural 
relationship. 
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Claim Rej ctions - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lorenzen et al (PN 6,535,533). 

Figure 1 illustrates a mounting substrate for semiconductor laser diode bar 
having a laser diode (1), layers (2-4) and a cooling element (5), as described in column 
7 lines 29-67. Layers (2) and (4) are adjacent to the laser diode bar and have a 
coefficient of thermal expansion (CTE) smaller than the laser diode bar, as described in 
column 5 lines 32-35. Column 7 lines 54-60, describes the cooling element as a copper 
block, where copper is known to have a CTE greater than the laser diode bar. Thereby, 
the adjacent layers will have a CTE smaller than the laser diode bar and the copper 
block, which serves as a heat sink. 
Regarding claims 3,4,7,8 

Layer (4) is mounted on a surface of the heat sink and the laser diode bar is 
mounted on the surface of layer (2). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lorenzen 
et al (PN 6,535,533) in view of Haden et al (PN 5,848,083). 

Lorenzen does not describe the laser bar as directly mounted on the surface of 
the heat sink, however does teach that expansion matching for the laser diode bar is 
obtained by having a layer with a smaller CTE than the laser diode bar. 

Haden et al illustrates in figure 1-B having a laser diode bar (30) directly mounted 
on the surface on a heat dissipating layer (50) and having an expansion matching layer 
(54), which matches with the laser diode bar. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to provide the laser diode bar on any surface of the 
heat-dissipating layer when the layer has been expansion matched as taught by Haden 
et al.
